1954, after a nine-week trial. He 
served nine years in prison be- 
fore being released on bond by a 
U.S. District Court in Dayton, 
Ohio, July 16, 1964. 


The U.S. Supreme Court over- 


turned the conviction in June 
and ordered that Sheppard be 
retried or freed. It said prejudi- 
cial news coverage denied Shep- 
pard a fair trial. 


At the first trial, Sheppard 


was charged with first-degree 
murder.

side and saw my boy falling in 
the pool." 


Villanueva, 29, in his seventh 


year in the National Football 
League, said the game-winning 
kick was the "finest hour of my 
career. The team needed it and

town needed it. I never 


kicked a bigger one. 


"This has not been one of my 


better seasons. I'm not hitting 
the ball as well as I should 
have.

year by buying a $6,200 artifi- 
cial kidney. Michaels would te 
trained to operated the machine 
He already has made a $1,200 
down payment. 


"I can't operate the machine 


myself while I'm on it," Mrs. 
Michaels said. "I could pass out 
or 
something. It's just not 
safe." 


She said Michaels is the only 


person in their families who 
could spend the 10 hours re- 
quired 
to filter her 
blood 


through the artificial kidney.

chaels' student deferment after 
he dropped out of senior-year 
classes in electrical engineering 
at Lawrence Institute of Tech- 
nology. 


He was spending almost all 


his spare time at his wife's bed- 
side for nine weeks at three hos- 
pitals. He also took three weeks 
off his $5,500-a-year job at the 
Dodge truck plant.

Cleveland, Ohio, and their par- 
ish priest wrote to the draft 
board in October. They ex- 
plained the seriousness of Mrs.

China's neighbors shudder as 
they watch developments in the 
world of communism. For stu- 
dents of Communist trends, two 
main factors arouse apprehen- 


— There is growing worry 


about the Soviet Union. Some 
qualified students of Communist 
affairs express fear that pres- 
sure from the U.S.S.R.'s own 
"hawks" is growing, perhaps to 
the extent of endangering the 
leadership of party chief Leonid 
I. Brezhnev and Premier Alexei 
N. Kosygin. 


— The men now ruling China 


and their supporters appear to 
believe implicitly in what their 
own propaganda says. 


While China's internal politi- 


cal 
struggle 
continues, 
the 


Kremlin watches for signs of an 
upheaval in Peking which might 
brake the anti-Soviet course. 


Peking's leaders watch the 


Kremlin for signs of a neo-Sta- 
lin upheaval 
which 
might 


produce a more militant Soviet 
regime. 
The 
United 
States 


watches both. 


And both Peking and Moscow 


watch the United States for any 
hint of diminished public sup- 
port for 
the administration's 


Viet Nam policy. It all adds up 
to increasing tension. 


Red China's propaganda in- 


sists that the United 
States 


eventually will attack the China 
mainland that Viet Nam is just 
a prelude. An attack is probably 
a distant prospect for Chinese 
leaders, but to them still invi- 
table unless they change their 
course. They show no signs of 
changing their course. 


With its inter al politica tur- 
moil and economic weakness, 
Red China is not courting a 
clash with American power. It 


is being cautious. But if its lead- 
ers are convinced that the clash 
will come this could lead Peking 
to actions 
which might have 


serious consequences. 


Peking 
has shown that it 


wants the war in Viet Nam to 
continue indefinitely and that it 
is willing to tolerate a certain 
amount of risk to that end.
